Good For Prohibition 
Few public questions have 
ever 
held the 
interest 
that has 
been 
aroused over prohibition, especially 
since the adoption of the eighteenth 
amendment prohibiting the 
manu­ 
facture and sale of intoxicating li­ 
quor and the passage of the 
\ ol- 
stead enforcement law. The question 
is of such vital importance, because 
it deals with personal habits 
and 
therefore tends to interfere 
in 
a 
measure with what some people be­ 
lieve to be their liberty, that bitter 
antagonism is usually the result of 
discussion of the subject. 
For this reason it has a 
most 
wholesome effect for a public speak­ 
er to give a dispassionate and wholly 
uncolored review oi 
the situation. 
Such were* the addresses Sunday of 
Gifford Gordon, temperance 
secre­ 
tary of the Disciples of Christ, who 
spoke twice at the 
Main 
Street 
Christian church here. 
lie did not close his eyes to 
the 
evils of prohibition and he did not 
hesitate to label correctly some 
of 
the falsehoods that arc told about 
prohibition and arc repeated 
by 
well-intentioned persons, lie spoke 
as one sure of bis position, 
after 
an investigation of two years dura- 
ation in all parts of 
the 
L liited 
States. 
Mr. Gordon’s review of the 
sit­ 
uation was not altogether encourag­ 
ing, but it served as a warning 
to 
friends ol prohibition— one that has 
hceu given before— that they should 
not 'be a party to the repetition of 
stories about the failure of prohibi­ 
tion unless they have the tacts. 
Proliiibltion ^uts* 
been under 
a 
handicap. Most everyone 
expected 
the law to prohibit the nianuiaeturc 
and sale* of intoxicating liquor, but 
like all man-made laws, it has to he 
enforced by man. Neither the law 
Dot- its ellt oreemeiit has been or ev­ 
er will be perfect, 
but a constant 
effort can be made t»» improve 011 it. 
Friends of prohibition should be 
alert for false propaganda against 
prohibtion, but they should not close 
their eyes to the 
weaknesses 
01 
prohibition. W hen we consider some 
of the things that have grown out of 
prohibition, however, it is a mistake 
not to recall conditions under 
the 
open saloon, because honest 
com­ 
parison of conditions then and now 
will undoubtedly relied to the cre­ 
dit of prohibition.

estry Week, April 24 to 30. Set aside 
bv President ( oolidge, the week 
is 
the annual call for all citizens 
to 
take part in bringing about 
better 
forest conditions. 
The 1025 legislature provided for 
the establishment of a state forestry 
fund under which taxable property 
in the state will be assessed at 
one 
half mill on each $100. The fund will 
•be used for the purchase, supervis­ 
ion and development of state 
for­ 
ests and for the growing of 
forest 
seedlings for state 
and 
private 
planting. 
Only a little over a million acres 
of the original forested area 
of 
18,500,000 acres remains in Indiana 
today. Thousands of farms of 
the 
state were hewn out of the magni­ 
ficent hardwood forests. 
In 
1925, 178,560,000 board feet 
of lumber was cut in Indiana, 
the 
state ranking twenty-sixth in lumber 
production. 
The state has one nursery 
with 
an annual output of 200,000 
seed­ 
lings and the state forester reports 
many inquiries for planting 
stock. 
For 1927, Indiana allotted $2,150 for 
distribution of seedlings to farmers 
and the I . S. Forest Service, 
co­ 
operating under the Clarkc-McNary 
law, will add $2,000 to this amount.

Does It Pay to Wash at Home? 


Whether it pays to wash at home is a question which is puzzling many housewives. 
There are champions for each side of the question, and any figures that can be pub­ 
lished to substantiate either side of this argument will be read with considerable in­ 
terest by a great many women. 
Recently, there appeared in the Christian Science M onitor an article on this very sub­ 
ject, entitled, “ Does It Pay To Wash At H om e?” 
This article is reproduced below: 


There is one feature of housework which is 
seldom profitable under any conditions, though 
popularly supposed to be a real saving; it is home 
laundering. 
Many thousands of women are stand­ 
ing at the family washtubs every Monday, under 
the impression that they are saving money by do­ 
ing their own washing; and many thousands more, 
even if they were saving money, ought to be freed 
from what is a burlesque and trying occupation. 
But not only is the family wash tub challenged, but 
its successor, the electric washing machine, i?s also 
challenged from an economic standpoint. 
Does it 
pay to wash at home? 
Some of the students in 
the household economic department of the Omaha 
University decided to make a test for themselves. 
They visited a home that consisted of five people— 
the parents and 
three small 
children—and they 
made all preparations to do the family wash, and 
actually did the wet wash part of it. 
The four 
girls labored faithfully for three hours and accom­ 
plished a wash that was later sent to one of the 
prominent laundries in the city. 
The work was 
done by the girls with a $150 electric washing ma­ 
chine. 
Being students of economic costs, 
they 
were very careful to accumulate cost data, and this 
is what they made up in the way of wash: 
Deteriorization of machine --------- 
$.50 
Electric current ---- 
-10 
Water from the city plant .............. — .05 
Gas from the city plant — ......................15 


Soap, actual cost 
Washing powder 
Blueing 
— 
Total cost (without time) 


.10 
.05 
.02 
$.97 
The laundry charged them $1 for the same work. 
They saved three cents by doing the washing at 
home. 
Other tests have been made by cost experts and 
students of home economics, the result of which 
are given here: A wash weighing 20 pounds can be 
done by a laundry for $1. 
Employing a laundress 
to do it in the home would cost $1.95. 
By using 
an electric washing machine the expense is $1.04. 
These figures were obtained in Holyoke, Massa­ 
chusetts. 
Of course, hand 
washing does mean 
economy in actual dollars and cents, but a higher 
home conscience is.rapidly 
eliminating the 
old- 
fashioned washtub and board where this work lias 
to be done by a wife and mother. 
During the past ten years tremendous improve­ 
ments have been made in machine laundries, and 
notwithstanding all that may be said to the con­ 
trary, the household linen, and even fine fabrics, are 
safer in the hands of a modern laundry than they 
are in the home tub. 
From thef acts developed along this line it seems 
to be pretty clearly established that a wife and 
mother, or any woman who works in tlie home, 
may he better employed than working at a tub or 
supervising an electric washing machine.

P. Staff Correspondent) 
Copywriglit, 11)27, by United Press 
W ashington, April 5— <U.R)— Look­ 
ing bn ok to those 
busy, 
dramatic 
hours just before the declaration of 
w ar 10 years ago. Admiral Cary T. 
Grayson, 
personal 
physician 
and 
close friend of President W oodrow 
Wilson, recalled today a calm, sure 
m an who had 
analyzed 
carefully 
just what war would mean and had 
decided to throw the young men of 
America into the salient. 
They were trying hours, 
those, 
when, he was making 
his decision, 
sitting alone in his study on the se c ­ 
ond floor of the White House, from 
whose w i n d o w s he could gaze across 
the gentle undulations of the back 
lawn, glimpsing the white shaft 
of 
W ashington monument, a w raith of 
the night, ami beyond, the low lulls 
of Virginia across the Potomac. 


Dr. Grayson—he bore no other ti­ 
tle 
then— described 
how 
Wilson 
would shut himself up in that room 
on those spring nights in 1017, often 
until midnight and after, pondering 
tlie momentons problem before him. 


For he went to that room with a 
confusion of counsel, and frequently 
was called out to hear other advice. 
‘‘The president was 
getting 
all 
kinds of 
advice,” 
Grayson 
said. 
‘•There was a continual stream 
of 
advisers. There were some who beg­ 
ged him not to plunge the 
United 
S t a t e s into the European war. Many 
inembers of congress came 
to see 
him at night. 
“ He used to say that what 
he 
wanted more than advice was infor­ 
mation. ” 
Grayson smiled, grimly. 
“ The president was 
methodical. 
He gathered all the information, he 
could. Then he took it all, studied it, 
and made up his mind. 
“ He was weighing the 
situation 
most carefully an seriously because 
lie realized 
the responsibility 
of 
sending men to war, m any of them to 
their deaths,— for th at is what 
it 
meant. He did not jump into decis­ 
ions. lie weighed all the 
evidence 
most carefully. 
“ He was undergoing greater tpen- 
tal anguish then that at ter w ar was 
declared. 
“ There came the time when W il­ 
son sat down to write his message *o 
congress, delivered at that exciting 
night session on April 
2, followed 
four days later by the declaration of 
w ar.” 
To Grayson tbe figure of the pres­ 
ident stands out, alone there in his 
study, gazing toward his native A ir- 
ginia and beyond that to the coun­ 
try, whose sons he had decided 
to 
send into battle.

Recalls His Chief Sobbing Like A 


Child When letter From Friend 
Sympathized and Showed an Un­ 


derstanding

dent. 
It was the time when the presi­ 
dent of the ’United States bowed his 
head 
upon the long table 
in the 
cabinet room a t the White House— 
and sobbed as if he had been a child, 
the pent-up emotion of weary, an x ­ 
ious hours bursting forth at a word 
of sympathy from a friend. 
Tumulty described the scene to ­ 
day. It was April 2, 1917. The p res­ 
ident had delivered his message 
to 
congress asking for war, which was 
voted four days later. 
With 
the 
plaudits of thousands along P en n ­ 
sylvania avenue ringing in his ears, 
he had returned to the White House. 


He and Tumulty sat talking 
of 
the event in the cabinet room which 
adjoins the president’s office. Wilson 
told his secretary many things open­ 
ed his heart, told him why he had de 
cided to lead the United States into 
the war, why he had waited 
until 
this time. 
“ He told me it had not been easy 
to carry the burdens in these try ­ 
ing tim es,” Tumulty said today. 
Then the 
president 
showed 
his 
secretary a letter from a newspaper 
editor in M assachusetts. It was 
in 
reply to a note from Wilson. 
The 
writer expressed 
appreciation 
for 
the note, seeing in it “ a very human 
touch.” 
“ The president said to me ‘that 
rr\an understood me 
and 
sym pa­ 
thized* ” Tumulty continued. 
“ Tears came into his eyes. 
He 
took his handkerchief 
from 
his 
pocket and wiped them away. Then 
he laid his head on the table there 
and sobbed— sobbed as if he 
bad 
been a child.” 
“ There is the key for an under­ 
standing of Woodrow M ilson to my 
mind. He hated and dreaded war. He 
dreaded it because lie had imagina­ 
tion— and a h e a rt.” 
This is what Tumulty recalled to ­ 
day, out of those dram atic 
hours 
when the United States was thrust 
into the world war— a leader with a 
heart, a lonelv man, sobbing at the 
touch of sym pathy and understand­ 
ing’.

aroused over prohibition, especially 
since the adoption of the eighteenth 
amendment prohibiting the 
manu- 


facture and sale of intoxicating li- 
quor and the passage of the 
Vol- 


stead enforcement law. The question 
is of such vital importance, because 
it deals with personal habits . and 
therefore tends to interfere in a 
measure with what some people be- 
lieve to be their liberty, that bitter 
antagonism is usually the result of 
discussion of the subject. 


For this reason it has a 
most 


wholesome effect for a public speak- 
er to give a dispassionate and wholly 
Tincolored review of the situation. 
Such were- the addresses Sunday of 
Gifford Gordon, temperance secre- 
tary of the Disciples of Christ, who 
spoke twice, at the Main 
Street 


Christian church here. 


He did not close his eyes to the 


evils of .prohibition and he did not 
hesitate to label correctly some of 
the falsehoods that arc told about 
prohibition and are repeated 
by 


well-intentioned persons. He spoke 
as one sure of his position, 
after 


an investigation of two years dura- 
atioii in all parts of 
the 
United 


States. 


Mr. Gordon's review of the sit- 


uation was not altogether encourag- 
ing, but it served as a warning to 
friends of prohibition—one that has 
becij given before—that they should 
not %c a party' to the repetition of 
stories about the failure of prohibi- 
tion uuless they havc..t,hc facts. 


ProliSIjttJon tuvi been under

handicap. Most everyone 
expected 


the law to prohibit the manufacture 
and sale of intoxicating liquor, but 
like all man-made laws, it has to lie 


/ 
enforced by man. Neither the law. 
nor its enforcement has been or ev- 
er will be pi'rIVct, biy a constant 
effort I'jin be mndc 1" improve, on it. 


Friends of prohibition should be 


alert for false proi»tgi<nda against 
iprohitoioii, but they should not close 
their eyes to the weaknesses 
of 


prohibition. When we consider some 
of the things that nave grown out of 
prohibition, however, it is a mistake 
not to recall conditions under the 
open saloon, because honest 
com- 


parison of conditions then and now 
will undoubtedly reflect to the cre- 
dit of prohibition.*•

Does It Pay to Wash at 


Whether it pays to wash at home is a question which is puzzling many housewives. 
There are champions for each side of the question, and any figures that can be pub- 
lished to substantiate either side of this argument will be read with considerable in- 
terest by a great many women. 
Recently, there appeared in the Christian Science Monitor an article on this very sub- 
ject, entitled, "Does It Pay To Wash At Home?" This article is reproduced below: , 


There is one feature of housework which is 


seldom profitable under any conditions, though 
popularly supposed to be a real saving; it is home 
laundering. 
Many thousands of women are stand- 


ing at the family washtubs every Monday, under 
the impression that they are saving money by do- 
ing their own washing; and many thousands more, 
even if they were saving money, ought to be freed 
from what is a burlesque and trying occupation. 
But Jiot only is the family washtub challenged, but 
its successor, the electric washing machine.'is also 
challenged from an economic standpoint. Does it 
pay to wash at home? 
Some of the students in 


the household economic department of the Omaha 
University decided to make a test for themselves. 
They visited a borne that consisted of five people— 
the parents and three small children—and they 
made all preparations to do the family wash,- and 
actually did the wet wash part of it. The four 
girls labored faithfully for three hours and accom- 
plished a wash that was later sent to one of the 
prominent laundries in the city. The work was 
done by the girls with a $150 electric washing ma- 
chine. Being students of economic costs, 
they 


were very careful to accumulate cost data, and this 
is what they made tip in the way of wash:

The laundry charged them $1 for the same work. 
They saved three cents by doing the washing at 
home. 
, 


Other tests have been made by cost experts and 


students of home economics, the result of which 
are given here: A wash weighing 20 pounds can be 
done by a-lanndry for $1. Employing a laundress 
to do it in the home would cost $1.95. By using 
an electric washing, machine the expense is $1.04. 
These figures were obtained in Holyoke, Massa- 
chusetts. 
Of course, hand washing does mean 


economy in actual dollars and cents, but a higher 
home- conscience is.rapidly 
eliminating the old- 


fashioned washtub and board where this work has 
to be done by a wife and mother. 


During the past ten years tremendous improve- 


ments have been made in machine laundries, arid 
notwithstanding all that may be said to the con- 
trary, the household linen, and even fine fabrics, are 
safer in the hands of a modern laundry-than they 
are in the home tub. 


From thef acts developed along this line it seems 


to be pretty clearly established that a wife and 
mother, or any woman who works in the home, 
may be better employed than working at a tub or 
supervising an electric washing niachine. -
